The displaccment of objects has 
skiom oceurrd, but fantastical shaped 
phantoms have been seen more frequent- 
ly, especially in reent sears, by Mlle. 
Renee, and nolses of all sorts have been 
ud are still constantly heard. At Yze- 
ures a large number of the inhabitants 
have heard the sounds, which they regard 
would 


as anpernatnral, but such stories 
scarcely merit any at om whatever if 
they had not been supported by more 


trustworthy testimony. 

M. mond Duplantier, a barrister at 
Poitiers, having learned that one of this 
friends, M. Urbain, and several other 
persons living at Yzenres had heard the 
unaccountable sounds, resolved to go 
with a few strong nerved friends to ex- 
pose the fraud. They went to Yzeures 
four times —once in December, twice in 
January and ance in February. On each 
occasion M. Duplantier and “his friends 
spent a night in the haunted house with 
the Sabournult family. They commenced 
by inspecting every nook and corner, 
and then spent the night in the bed- 
rooms inhabited by the members of the 
Sabouranlt family, who were thys kept 
under strict observation the whole time. 
Generally lights were kept burning the 
whole night. But when that was not 
done the lamp was lighted on the first 
sound being heard. The phenomena 
therefore took place in fall light. 

In a long detailed account of his four 
visita to Yzeures M. Duplautier declares 

|that on the first oecasion he and his 
friends beard six loud knocks on the 
stairs, The second night they spent un- 
der M. Sabourault’s roof was a little 
more interesting. After 1.30 in the 
morning a grent deal of. knocking oc- 
curred on the stairs, on the walls and all 
| round, some of the blows seeming to be 
strue’: in the air several meters above 
the roof of the house. Then came seratch- 
ing at a partition wall, followed by the 
noise of the walking of a man in a gar- 
ret above and the pattering of a four 
footed animal. Immediately those unac- 
countable sounds,were heard M. Duplau- 
| ter and his friends examined anew the 
rooms from which they seemed to issue, 
but could discover nothing which could 
have produced them. As soon as the door 
was opened the noise ceased, but began 
again immediately it was closed after the 
inspection of the room. During the third 
night the manifestations were very sim- 
| ilar to those observed on the second. 
| Buton M. Duplantier’s fourth visit 
they were for the Poitiers barrister and 
| his friends yes more extraordiunary. 
Some Invisible hand, which from the 
sound might be nothing but bone, began 
knocking at » partition wall as early as 
| 10 o'clock im the evening. The questions 
put by M. Duplantier were invariably 
answered by three clear knocks and ener- 
| etic scratching at the wall. After thas 
five hours elapsed without’ anything ex- 
| traordinary occurring. But at 3 o'clock 
in the morning the wooden stairy were 
heard to crack and groan under the 
weight of a colossal though Invisible 
being. Describing what occurred M. Du- 
| plautier says:— 
We heard on.each step of the stairy 
| the noise of imniens# feet shuffle heavily 
down one after the other till the last step 
was reached During all the time the 
stairs, thoughdhey are new and strong, 
groaned and cracked. Then it was the 
turn of the partition wall Jeparating the 
passage from the rooms Tending ont of 
it which was shaken by sudden and ener- 
blows, With a» livhty we looked 
swhere, We searched the gar- 
staircas and the passage, which 
was absolutely empty. During the rest 
the night distant knocking was heard.
